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Status  of  Endowment  Campaign 

By  the  Chancellor 

EASELESSLY  for  more  than  twenty  years  the  University  of 
Denver  has  been  engaged  in  campaigns  for  adequate  endow- 
ment. All  the  objectives  have  been  attained  in  all  these 
campaigns  hitherto.  The  total  amount  of  gifts  secured  during 
all  these  years  aggregates  about  one  and  one-half  millions  of 


had  debts  which  aggregated  one-third  of  a  million  dollars. 


dollars. 

First  we 

These  debts  were  all  extinguished  by  Christmas  in  1906. 

Then  we  came  into  a  building  era  and  placed  four  new  buildings  on 
the  campus.   All  of  them  are  paid  for  in  full. 

During  this  period  when  we  were  erecting  new  buildings  we  naturally 
came  into  debt  again  on  current  expense  account.  These  debts  were  finally 
extinguished  three  years  ago,  in  February  of  1917. 

In  the  present  endowment  campaign  to  meet  the  conditions  of  a  gift 
from  the  General  Education  Board  we  are  making  progress  every  day.  We 
are  now  (28th  February,  1920)  a  trifle  more  than  $100,000  nearer  the  goal 
than  we  were  at  the  first  of  September  in  1919. 

We  need  yet  to  secure  a  total  of  $137,000  to  reach  the  objective  now 
in  view.  Of  this  amount  $123,000  are  necessary  to  meet  the  conditions  of 
the  balance  of  our  expectation  from  the  General  Education  Board,  which  is 
$41,000.  Then  we  need  to  secure  $14,000  additional  to  extinguish  the  balance 
of  our  debts  on  war  account. 

Hearty  co-operation  all  around  will  make  it  possible  to  reach  these 
objectives  by  the  date  of  our  Commencement,  10th  June.  If  we  cannot 
secure  hearty  co-operation,  then  it  will  take  a  long,  long  time  to  make 
an  end  of  these  anxieties. 

During  every  year  in  the  life  of  the  University  from  the  beginning  we 
have  had  a  distressing  deficit.  That  means  that  we  put  an  immense  amount 
of  money  into  students  where  we  secure  only  a  fraction  of  these  expenses 
from  the  students  in  tuition.  The  deficit  in  every  year  has  ranged  from 
$30,000  as  a  maximum  down  to  $15,000  or  slightly  less  in  the  years  when 
the  institution  had  a  small  student  body. 

When  the  present  objective  is  reached  the  total  amount  of  productive 
endowment  will  slightly  exceed  three-quarters  of  a  million  dollars.

The  football  season  of  1919  has  been  a  very  unusual  one  in  many  respects. 

The  return  of  many  athletes  from  the  government  service  has  added 
greatly  to  the  interest  in  and  the  strength  of  the  several  Conference  teams. 

The  season  at  Denver  University  opened  with  over  forty  candidates  for 
the  Varsity  in  suit,  and  one  very  commendable  feature  of  the  season  was  the 
fact  that  practically  every  one  of  these  men  stayed  with  the  squad  to  the 
final  practice  of  the  season.  This  is  a  very  desirable  feature,  in  that  athletics 
do  the  most  good  when  they  reach  the  largest  per  cent  of  the  student  body. 

Speaking  of  the  student  body — at  no  time  in  the  history  of  the  University 
has  a  team,  even  of  championship  caliber,  had  a  more  loyal  and  complete 
support  of  a  student  body  than  that  which  was  given  to  the  team  of  1919. 

One  of  the  unfortunate  occurrences  of  the  season  was  the  loss  to  the 
team  of  Captain  McLaughlin.  His  loss  was  especially  felt  because  he  was 
one  of  the  few  heavy  men  on  the  squad  and  the  best  handler  of  the  forward 
pass  in  the  Conference  in  1918  when  he  was  selected  as  All-Conference  end. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  letter  men  of  the  squad,  Bruce  Andrews  was  elected 
captain  for  the  1919  season. 

While  the  team  did  not  make  a  big  success  from  the  standpoint  of  games 
Avon,  still  they  won  the  respect  and  admiration  of  every  team  that  they  met 
for  their  fighting  spirit,  which  was  in  evidence  to  the  final  whistle  of  every 
game  and  also  for  their  clean  sportsmanship  at  all  times.

University  of  Colorado — October  18,  1919 

The  game  with  Boulder  was  a  heart-breaker.  It  was  played  at  Broad- 
way Park,  before  the  largest  crowd  ever  assembled  to  see  a  Saturday  foot- 
ball game  in  Denver.  The  first  half  ended  in  a  scoreless  tie,  but  after  the 
start  of  the  second  half,  on  two  costly  fumbles  Colorado  scored  fourteen 
points,  then  taking  the  ball  down  the  field  they  scored  another  touchdown  on 
a  forward  pass.  The  period  ended  with  Boulder  on  Denver's  three-yard  line. 
At  the  beginning  of  the  last  period  Boulder  pushed  it  across.  Then  the 
"Fighting  Parsons"  came  back  and  carried  the  ball  by  steady  gains  down 
to  Boulder's  goal  line,  Gorsuch  carrying  it  across  and  Lendrum  kicking  goal. 
The  game  ended  with  the  Varsity  again  carrying  the  ball  down  the  field. 
Score,  26-7. 

University  of  Wyoming — October  25,  1919 

The  men  were  badly  used  up  in  the  Colorado  game,  so  the  team  went 
to  Laramie  with  five  regulars  missing  from  the  lineup.  The  Wyoming  team 
played  excellent  ball,  with  Simpson's  passing  featuring  in  their  playing,  and 
they  drew  the  long  end  of  the  36  to  6  score,  Gorsuch  carrying  the  ball  over 
for  our  lone  score  in  the  second  period. 

Colorado  Aggies — November  1,  1919 

Our  team,  which  was  exceptionally  light  this  year,  was  outweighed 
twenty  pounds  to  the  man  by  Aggies,  the  Conference  champions.  The  game, 
in  spite  of  the  one-sided  score,  was  a  good  one,  the  Aggies  making  all  of 
their  scoring  by  steady  progress.  The  Varsity  never  weakened — they  fought 
to  the  last  minute.  Their  only  score  was  made  in  the  third  period,  when 
Lendrum  kicked  a  Princeton  from  the  35-yard  line.    Score,  33-3. 

Colorado  Mines — November  8,  1919 

After  our  "friends"  at  Golden  lost  their  heads  and  sense  of  propriety, 
and  attempted  to  wreck  our  buildings  by  promiscuous  exploding  of  dynamite,, 
it  was  expected  that  the  football  game  would  be  a  roughneck  free-for-all,  but 
much  to  everybody's  surprise  Mines  played  a  clean  game  throughout.  The 
day  was  cold  and  the  snow  about  three  inches  deep.  And  the  game  resulted 
in  a  scoreless  tie. 

Colorado  College — November  15,  1919 

The  game  which  was  played  at  Colorado  Springs  on  a  wonderful  foot- 
ball day,  proved  to  be  a  disaster ;  Geer,  Flint,  Finesilver,  Phillips  and  IlifF 
had  to  be  removed  from  the  game  on  account  of  injuries. 

The  heavy  C.  C.  team  plowed  its  way  through  our  light  line  and  scored 
39  points,  while  we  were  unable  to  score.  Colorado  College  is  champion 
of  Colorado. 

Phillips  University — November  27,  1919 

They  grow  'em  big  down  in  Oklahoma.  The  team  at  Enid  averaged  over 
two  hundred  pounds — our  team  averaged  one  hundred  and  sixty. 

The  field  was  a  veritable  skating  pond;  it  rained,  and  then  froze.  One 
of  the  rather  humorous  incidents  of  the  game,  as  we  look  back  upon  it,  was 
the  fact  that  an  Oklahoma  man  was  tackled  on  the  10-yard  line  and  skidded 
across  for  a  touchdown.  We  were  unable  to  score,  though  we  drove  down 
to  the  5-yard  line  in  the  last  period  just  before  the  whistle  blew.    Score,  58-0.

The  second  game, 
with  Boulder  on  our  home  field,  was 
lost  to  our  upstate  rivals  by  a  score 
of  8-4.  The  next  game  was  at  Colo- 
rado Springs  against  Colorado  Col- 
lege. In  this  game  C.  C.  only  secured 
two  hits,  but  made  away  with  the 
game  by  the  score  of  5-4.  In  the  first 
inning  the  umpire  gave  six  C.  C.  men 
their  base  for  getting  hit  by  pitched 
balls.  At  Golden  we  were  again  taken 
in  by  Mines  to  the  tune  of  12-4.  In 
the  final  game  C.  C.  defeated  us  on  our 
Our  game  with  Colorado  at  Boulder  was 

A  word  of  praise  should  be  given  to  the  pitching  of  "Lefty"  McKenzie. 
He  pitched  air-tight  ball  during  the  entire  season  with  the  possible  exception 
of  the  Mines  game  at  Golden.  And  this  brief  narrative  would  not  be  com- 
plete without  our  expressing  our  appreciation  for  the  work  of  Tom  Savage, 
who  coached  the  team  for  the  love  of  baseball  and  who  had  only  the  most 
discouraging  season  as  a  reward. 

In  the  Rocky  Mountain  Conference  Tennis  Tourna- 
ment last  spring  there  were  four  colleges  represented — 
University  of  Utah,  Colorado  College,  University  of  Colo- 
rado and  the  University  of  Denver.  Neil  King  and  Harry 
Liggett  won  first  and  second  places  in  the  singles,  and 
Edward  King  and  Crawford  McLaughlin  won  second  place 
in  the  doubles.  Denver,  winning  five  out  of  six  matches, 
became  Conference  champion,  and  Neil  King  Conference 
singles  champion. 

University  of  Colorado,  not  being  satisfied  with  this 
defeat,  challenged  us  to  a  dual  meet  this  fall.  King  is 
in  the  University  of  California  and  McLaughlin  is  not 
eligible,  having  played  four  years  of  athletics.  We  were 
represented  by  Harry  Ligget,  Wilbur  Thomas  and  Carlos 
Stratton.  Again  University  of  Colorado  was  hopelessly 
defeated,  Denver  taking  three  out  of  four  matches. 
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The  Inter-Collegiate  wrestling  season 
closed  with  D.  U.  on  top — another  banner 
to  hang  in  our  hall  of  fame.  Three  men 
(Bauer,  Roth  and  Miller)  were  given 
honorable  mention,  as  no  one  succeeded 
in  defeating  either  of  them.  This  was  the 
first  year  of  Inter-Collegiate  wrestling, 
and  a  very  successful  one  for  Denver 
University.  It  is  hoped  that  next  year 
we  can  have  as  good  a  schedule  as  we 
did  this.
